PREVENTION  IS  EVERYBODY'S  BUSINESS 
The  year  1959  was  fortunate  from  a  forest  fire  standpoint.  New 
Hampshire  had  the  best  record  in  the  nation.  Fewer  acres  were  burned, 
supressi'on  costs  were  substantially  reduced  and  damage  to  woodlands 
held  to  a  minimum.  The  record  resulted  from  a  combination  of  favor- 
able weather  conditions,  an  alert  warden  service  and  a  cooperating 
public. 

Yet,  despite  all  this,  there  still  persists  a  disturbing  note 
58%,  or  6  out  of  every  10  fires  in  1959  were  caused  by 

careless  smokers 
10%,  or  1  out  of  every  9  fires  was  caused  by  children. 
Careless,  indifferent,  thoughtless  and  independent  minded  individuals 
and  failure  of  parents  to  properly  supervise  children  and  keep  matches 
out  of  their  reach,  annually  cause  these  unnecessary  fires  which  cost 
large  sums  to  extinguish  and  cause  extensive  damage.  The  elimination 
of  these  three  causes  of  fires  would  radically  change  this  picture.  The 
rules  are  simple  — 

1.  Before   burning,    secure  a   permit   from   your   local   forest  fire 
warden— the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sui'e  to  properly  supervise  your  burning. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving  it. 

4.  Don't  throw  lighted  matches,  cigars  and  cigarettes  from  moving 
vehicles— use  your  ash  tray. 

5.  Don't  burn  at  home  —  Use  your  town  dump  and  save  yourself 
much  possible  difficulty,  both  personal  and  financial.

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  both  teachers  are  doing  excellent 
work.  Springfield  is  fortunate  to  have  their  services.  It  is  most 
unlikely  that  as  capable  out-of-town  replacements  could  be  obtained. 
Springfield  parents  are  more  fortunate  than  perhaps  they  realize 
to  have  the  school  staffed  by  the  high  quality  of  their  present  teachers. 

SCHOOL  LUNCH  PROGRAM 

The  Lunch  Program  continues  to  be  very  efficiently  operated  by 
Mrs.  Estelle  Duford. 

A  recent  report  from  Miss  Ruth  M.  Cutter,  New  Hampshire  Di- 
rector of  School  Lunches,  indicates  that  a  12  or  20  quart  mixer 
should  be  provided  and  that  a  freezer  would  be  a  helpful  addition. 
Miss  Cutter  concludes  her  report  as  follows:  "Mrs.  Duford  is  doing 
an  excellent  piece  of  work." 

NATIONAL  DEFENSE  EDUCATION  ACT  OF  1958 
Local  funds  amounting  to  $146.  have  been  included  in  the  Budget 
to  be  matched  by  a  like  amount  of  Federal  Funds  under  Title  HI 
of  the  above  Act.  If  approved,  the  major  part  of  these  funds  would 
be  used  to  provide  a  television  set  for  the  schcol.  This  would  maiie 
it  possible  to  receive  tiie  educational  programs  coming  out  of  Channel 
11  in  Durham  for  New  Hampshire  schools.  Courses  of  particular 
benefit  now  offered  would  be  in  the  fields  of  Elementary  Science 
and  also  a  course  in  New  Hampshire  History  for  Grade  4. 

GRADE  8  IN  NEW  LONDON 
Springfield   students    in   Grade    8   have    attended   school   in  New 
London  for  two  years.     The  benefits  to  these  young  people  in  ob- 
taining a  better  preparation  for  high  school  have  been  even  greater 
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than  might  have  been  expected.  These  Junior-High-age  people  have 
had  the  advantages  of  Shop,  Home  Economics,  and  Physical  Educa- 
tion, as  well  as  being  in  class  only  with  others  of  the  same  grade. 
Certainly,  the  parents  of  the  pupils  who  have  had  this  opportunity 
for  the  last  two  years  would  not  want  to  deny  the  same  chance 
to  future  eighth  graders.  To  do  so,  I  believe,  would  be  a  definite 
step— backwards — educationally. 

BUDGET— 1960— 61 
The   Budget   recommended   by   the    School    Board    for   1960-61  is 
slightly  less  than  the  one  for  the  present  year: 

1960-61       $31,621.00 

1959-60  $31,785.99 
This  situation  is  somewhat  unusual,  especially  since  the  high 
school  tuition  charge  increased  from  $388.  to  $399.  per  student.  School 
costs  are  affected  by  "creeping  inflation"— the  same  as  the  indi- 
vidual's. It  is  really  an  accomplishment  to  reduce  any  budget  in 
these  times. 

HELPING    TEACHER 
The   Helping  Teacher  continues   to   serve   the   educational   needs 
of  the  school  in  many  ways.     Mr.  Soucy  has  taken  additional  work 
during   the   year   to   fully   qualify   himself   for    giving  individual   in- 
telligence tests  to  pupils. 

CONCLUSION 
As  we  enter  the  "soaring  sixties",  we  need  to  keep  constantly  in 
mind  that  educational  methods  and  practices  are  changing  very 
rapidly  in  a  fast-moving,  complex  woi-ld.  It  is  impossible  to  stand 
still.  Schools— either  move  forward  with  the  times— or  fall  back- 
ward. The  young  people  we  are  training  today  need  the  best  founda- 
tion we  can  give  them.  Your  cooperation  and  interest  is  urgently 
needed  to  help  with  this  vital  job.
